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fine old forests; bubbling springs of the 
purest water; and a healthy, splendid 
climate, all unite to make these regions 
exceedingly attractive. The soil yields: 
well, where properly cultivated, and the 
people appear more and more contented, 
are intelligent, cheerful, hospitable, and 
improving in all the conveniences of 
civilized life. 

El Dorado town, or Mud Springs, 
has suffered much from temporary sick- 
ness, occasioned by reservoirs and irri- 
gation, so that many of its good people 
have moved away. Their religious wel- 
fare, and all their moral interests, are 
unfavorably affected by this; still, it is 
a very pleasant place, abounding in 
fruit, and surrounded by numerous fine 
grain-yielding farms. 

Placerville retains all its ancient 
beauty, increased by its growing fruit 
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uity of the Sabbath. The Sabbath was

He believes, fur- 
ther, that the time for repression, low, 
ascetic regulation, with respect to these 
things, may have passed with the child- 
hood of the race, and that the time has 
perhaps come for liberty, love, and wise 
indulgence. We must not retire in 
disgust from that which the evil has 
possessed, but must learn to overcome 
evil with good. It must not merely 
criticise and repress, but it must prc- 
vide. At any rate, however we judge 
and act on this question, it must be with 
a nice discrimination and large charity. 
Individual christians must beware of 
doing that which they think that Christ 
will not approve, and the church must 
beware of making a point of conscience 
falsely, from a spirit of caution, or an 
ascetic impulse. At the close of the 
article, he suggests the possibility of re 
claiming such amusements as billiard- 
playing and dancing to respectability 
and innocence, as has already been done 
with the game of ten-pins, and of being 
so governed by principles in all things, 
rather than specific rules, as to demon- 
strate that love is ever more rigid than 
law, laying its requirements upon the 
heart as well as the life.

The receipts of Wheat from the interior are considerable, 
‘and now, as heretofore, the bulk of the new crop comes to 
hand under engagement to exporters, the same baving been 
purchased in the interior at very full rates. The result is, 
that the city market is poorly sapplied with an inferior 
quality, much of it being parcels rejected by shippers. Con- 
sequently millers and others find it difficult to procure on 
the spot choice Wheat of any description in quantities, 
lots that are offered com- 
mand extreme prices, just sufficient to furnish the daily 
press an excuse for publishing to the world sales of a few 
bundred sacks at an exorbitant rate, which, were there a 
thousand or more sacks, instead of a hundred or more. 
no such price could be obtained; and that extreme price is 
the rate that every farmer expects or builds his hopes upon. 
This, coupled with other equally absurd reports cop- 
cerning imaginary export orders in the market, and “pri- 
vate” quotations from abroad, directly the reverse of those 
received at the Exchange, and by leading merchants, is cal- 
culated to disturb the equilibrium of the market, and to 
inflict permanent injury upon the best interests of the 
State. In this connection, we publish the concluding por- 
tion of an interesting editorial article which appeared in a 
recent number of the New York Journal of Commerce regard- 
ing exports of Breadstuffs. That paper says: “ The question 
in relation to the quentity likely to be taken from the 
United States does not depend, as many carelessly infer. 
upon the need of England and the surplus here, but also to 
a great extent upon ruling prices. With a judicious publi- 
cation of facts. and proper care to avoid speculative excite- 
mont, the range of prices may be kept within reach of ship- 
pers, and a healthy, active trade be maintained throughout 
the season, to the great benefit of all concerned. Those who 
are doing their best to create such a speculative excitement 
as will put prices still higher, are as really seeking to lay 
an embargo on the export trade, as if they aimed to procure 
an act of Congress to prevent shipments. With moderate 
views on this question, the United States could send away 
forty or fifty millions of bushels of wheat and five million 
barrels of flour, and not create any distress or trouble among 
the laboring poor at home.” | 

It will be interesting to note the varying prices in past 
seasons, and we submit herewith a summary of the ac'ual 
average of export values in each year, running back”beyond 
the speculative excitement of 1837, averaging the lots of all

The average value in currency of shipments in August 
from New York, as sworn to in the clearances, was $9 37. 

While with us there is a general disposition on the part 
of large holders of grain to withhold their crops from mar 
ket, we are told that there 1s 4 greater pressure for money 
advances therefor than ever before experienced by the 
trade. The natural query is, why is this so when it is gen- 
erally claimed that our farmers are wealthy and more inde- 
pendent, financially, than ever before? The farmer's reply 
is, we want to hold our wheat for the present, and buy more 
land and plant more acres. To this end parties assure us 
that the demand for tallable land throughout all the wheat 
growing valleys of the State is immense. To bay, or to 
rent, is the question; and im many cases the annus! rent 
paid per acre for arrable land is enormous. Parties who 
recently left here to take up an additional tract of 2,500 
acres across the bay, for seeding down, inform us that set- 
tlers are crowdingin from all quarters, buying and renting 
virgin lands, and that if the season is at all favorable, an 
immense breadth of land will be planted this winter. The 
wonderful productiveness of our soil, and high prices ruling 
for grain, are stimulants that few well to dd farmers can 
withstand. But why so many are now holding their grain, 
in the face of good crops throughout the United States 
and elsewhere, is more than we can divine. It is a question 
that few, if any. can satisfactorily solve. Besides, we know 
that many large English orders, as well as others from 
Eastern cities, ete., have, within 4 week and previously, 
been canceled by reason of the improved crop prospects, 
coupled with declining rates for breadstuffé in New York 
and Liverpool. Our people should remember that here- 
tofore oar dry wheat was required in the United Kingdom 
to mix with their soft, damp and inferior grain, while this 
year their wheat has been gathered in a perfectly dry state, 
and is merchantable without mixing. So also at the East 
last year, our flour and wheat were wanted by reason of 
poor crops at the West; but this is not the case this year ; 
consequently markets that were open to us a year ago are 
now likely to be closed against us for a profit. 

At date but little Wheat or other grain has found ite way 
into warehouse. The large buildings along our city front 
devoted to this interest are comparatively empty, while our 


ing transy . Others again have 
erected temporary sheds and bins in the field, waiting for 
high water or famine prices to float it off, forgetting that 
when the rains begin to fall it is difficult and hazardous to 
move grain to advantage; besides, all past experience goes 
to prove that the advantages of a winter market are best 
attained by storage in city warehouses, accessible at all 
times to the shipper, rather than walled up in the country 
by impassable roads and barriers insurmountable at the 
time when it might be thought best to sell: and that be- 
fore Oregon begins to empty ber surp!us of 120.000 tons into 
our lap, thus coming into direct competition with our own 
crops. which ought at that date to be marketed and well 
out of reach. We estimate our exports of breadstuff since 
harvest, including that. now afloat, to be 100,000 tons, or 
about one-fourth of our entire year’s surplus. 

Our crops are being harvested with greater rapidity, the 
hands employéd by those who have already garnered their 
produce having gone to the assistance of those who had not. 
The rainy season will very soon be upon us, and it is neces- 
sary t@ hurry up farming operations. Reports of heavy 
crops reach us from nearly all of the wheat raising coun- 
tries. Mr. James Sanderson, of London, has compiled his 
annual statement of the English harvest, and gives the 
result as follows:

The heaviest shipments of breadstuffs. including flour, 
wheat, barley and oats, ever made in one year from Califor- 
nia, amounted to 8,871,125 bushels, so it will be seen that 
the ourrent English crop of wheat alone exceeds our heavi- 
est shipment of breadstuffs by 29,499,125 bushels. It must, 
however, be remembered that the English barley crop is 
twenty per cent. below the average; the oat crop decidedly 
inferior, so is the bean crop; the potato crop is one-third 
short, and turnips well righ atotal failure. The greatest 
quantity of wheat ever shipped in one year from the United 
States was inthe year ending June 30, 1562, when 37,289,572 
pushels were sent to al! parts; it will therefore be seen that 
this year’s increase of the English crop over that of last 
year is 1,090,708 bushels more than were exported from the 
United States in 1862, the largest wheat shipping year ever 
known. 

The Fruit markets are superabundantly supplied with 
Apples, Grapes, Plums, etc., selling at reasonable prices, 
while Vegetables of a}] kinds are plenty and cheap. The 
markets for Meats, Poultry, Game, etc., are now abundantly 
supphed, and with constant receipts of fresh Fish, to be 
bad at all seasons of the year, our people have no occasion 
to complain. Assortments are full and complete, and prices
